W a tch C hild ren C losely. 
A driver should assum e that every 
child on or near the street may dash 
suddenly iii front of his (air. 
You 
cannot tell by looking at a child what 
It Is going to do. 
You should, thoro 
for*-, drive slowly and have absolute 
control of your ca r: 
a. Not only when children are play­ 
ing in the street, but a I so when they 
are playing near th** curb or on the 
side* alk. 
b. w hen passing schools or play­ 
grounds. 
c. W hen approaching youngsters who 
are “hit* hing st ride” on the vehicle 
ahead. 
e. When passing Ice wagons and 
street sprinklers. 
f. W hen passing any hill that may 
he used for coasting, In w inier, 
T im e ly S u g g e stio n s. 
D rivers should rem em ber the fol­ 
lo w in g J 
a. Caution your own and other peo­ 
ple** children about the dangers of 
the street. 
b. Do not allow anyone to ride on 
the running board, r**ur til***, or bum p­ 
e r of your car, 
c. Persons on bicycles, or roller 
skates, or in carts should riot he per­ 
m itted to hitch on your car.

ORRECT trea tm ent of win­ 
dows is an important fa ctor 
in a chieving a room of beau­ 
ty.
